GERMANS CONVICT 
SCHACHT AS NAZI

Last of Three Tried and 
Sentenced by Reich 
Courts. After Acquittal 
at Nuernberg. 


STUTTGART, May 18 (AP) — 
Hjalmar Schacht, German finan- 
cial wizard who was cleared of 
war crimes charges by the Inter- 
national Milffary Tribuaal at 
Nuernberg seven months ago, was 
convicted as a major Nazi of- 
fender by a German de-Nazifica- 
tion court today and sentenced to 
eight years’ imprisonment. 

Schacht was the last of three 
high officials acquitted at Nuern- 
berg, only to be convicted later by 
German courts. The others were 
Franz von Papen, diplomat, and 
Hans Fritzsche, radio propagand- 
ist. Papen was sentenced by a 
de-Nazification court to eight 
years as a “major offender.” 
Fritzsche drew a sentence of nine 
years. 

The verdict against Schacht was 
announced by Court President 
Fritz Lenz in a packed room in 
the community singing hall where 
the former Nazi finance minister 
and Reichsbank president had 
been on trial for six weeks.

Two Hawaiians who bought a 
barren Pacifie island 25 years ago, 
only to be thrown out by the 
United States Navy to make room 
for a watrime air base, won a Su- 
preme Court verdict yesterday re- 
establishing them as rightful own- 
ere—and probably the Navy’s 
landlords. 

The atoll is remote Palmyra, a

Tells Senate 200 Millions 
Voted by House Is In- 
adequate to Meet Eu- 
rope’s Needs. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, today called on the Senate 
to approve in full the administra- 
tion’s $350,000,000 foreign relief 
bill, asserting this amount was 
needed to assure success of Presi- 
dent Truman’s Greek-Turkish aid 
program, 

Vandenberg began Senate de- 
bate on the bill which the House 
trimmed down to $200,000,000, The 
legislation before the Senate, how- 
ever, calls for the full amount re- 
quested by President Truman. 

Vandenberg said approval of the 

000,000 would be “an assault 
on disintegration at its source.” 
The chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee told the Senate 
enactment of legislation to provide 
funds for food and medicine “is 
indispensable to millions of war 
victims,” 

“Without it famine and disease 
and disaster will stalk the Euro- 
pean countryside in months to 
come,” he said. 

Vandenberg asserted there was 
“no use trying to save Greece” and 
“no use professing” friendship for 
Italy unless relief 46 extended to 
war-devastated areas, 

Support for Marshall. 

Quoting Secretary of State Mar- 
shall as putting the measure No, 1 
on his list of legislation to pro- 
mote United States foreign policy, 
Vandenberg said: 

“Without this bill, hunger will 
substitute for  statesmanship.

DEBATE ON FUNDS 


Stefan Demands ‘Reor- 
ganization’ of State De- 
partment — Acheson 
Defends Program. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (UP)— 
Representative Stefan (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, today opened House de- 
bate on a State and Commerce 
department appropriations bill 


with a demand for a “sweépin 
reorganization and modernization” 
of the two departments. 

Stefan is chairman of a House 
Appropriations subcommittee 
which prepared the bill carrying 
$535,728,008 for fiscal 1948 opera- 
tions of the State, Commerce and 
Justice departments and the fed- 
eral judiciary, The total is about 
23.5 per cent less than requested 
by the departments, 

The full appropriations commit- 
too eliminated a $31,381,000 State 
Department request for operation 
of its international information 
and cultural relations program, in- 
cluding the “Voice of America” 
broadcasts, 

Stefan said that item was elimi- 
nated because the broadcasts 
were not authorized by Congress, 
because they represented a “radi- 
cal departure” in conducting for- 
eign relations and because ‘the 
committee did not “feel that our 
Government should further re- 
main in the news business.” 

Subcommittee Hears Acheson. 

While he was attacking the pro- 
gram, Under Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson and Secretary of 
Commerce W. Averell Harriman 
were defending it as essential to 
maintenance of a vigorous United 
States economic and political role 
in world affairs, They testified 
before a House Foreign Affairs 
subcommittee on legislation to au- 
thorize the State Department to 
continue its international informa- 
tion and cultural activities, which 
include a program beamed to 
Russia, 

Acheson asserted that the broad- 
casts are essential if the world is 
to get a true picture of the United 
States. He said there has been a 
“great deal of foolish talk” that 
the United States has embarked 
on imperialistic and nationalistic 
policies, He said it would be per- 
fectly futile for other countries to 
try to sell the idea that the United 
States was imperialistic if other 
people understood the truth about 
United States policies and motives. 

Harriman, former Ambassador 
to Russia, said the Russian peo- 
ple were “avidly interested in 
American news.” He asserted he 
did not see “how we can carry 
out the objectives of our foreign 
policy without this program.” 

He said he thought the State 
Department program should serve 
as a supplement to the American 
wire services and should reach 
areas not covered by the United 
Press, Associated Press and Inter- 
national News Service, 

“I have the greatest respect for 
these organizations,” Harriman 
said, “but we must recognize that 
they are commercial services.”

Senator Says U.S. Is 


Sending Aid in O

Self-Interest, Secretary Voices Hope 
for Stable Greece. 


WASHINGTON, May 13 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. 
Marshall and Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, gave different 
reasons for the $400,000,000 Greek- 
Turkish aid program today in a 
broadcast to the Greek people. 

After commenting that there 
has been “much distortion and 
misrepresentation” about the aim 
of the program, Marshall said the 
United States is “answering the 
call of a valiant ally who has suf- 
fered much, 

“We are coming to the aid of 
all the Greek people, in the hope 


&ithat we may enable you to meet 


a trying period and to help you 
establish a unified, stable and 
peaceful Greece. It is as simple 
as that.” | 

Vandenberg, saying he wanted 
to be “completely frank about one 
point,” described the program as 
being “in the genuine self inter- 
est of the United States.” It is 
not, he said, “mere charity to a 
friendly and needy neighbor.” He 
added: 

“In a sense, it is even a selfish 
program, when you consider that 
our common anxiety for world 
peace and security has at its foun- 
dation every individual's selfish 


desire to be allowed to pursue his 
life’s business in peace.” 

Marshall and Vandenberg, chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, inaugurated 15- 
minute daily shortwave broad- 
masts to the Greek people. The 
broadcasts are handled by the 
State Department under the su- 
pervision of Assistant Secretary 
William Benton. 1 

Benton, speaking on the same 
program, said the people of 
Greece had been getting interpre- 
tations of American -life and 
American policy “from outside 
sources which misrepresent and 
distort our actions and thus seek 
to blacken our purposes.” 

Vandenberg said congressional 
approval of the aid legislation 
made it clear that President Tru- 
man and Congress “stand united 
in our determination to help 
Greece survive as a free nation.” 

The American aid, Vandenberg 
said, will be dispensed without 
“distinction between Greek and 
Greek.” He voiced a plea for 
“unity and harmony among all the 
people of Greece” and expressed 
hope that “our aid will help to 
bring about a speedy healing of 
Greece's internal wounds.”

500,000,000 budget for the fiscal 
year which starts July 1. 

With most of the 44 Democratic 
Senators not sold on the idea of

Separate legislation such as is 
fore the Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee will have to be passed, he said, 
before he will agree to any ap- 
propriation. 

Representative Cannon of Mis 
souri, ranking Democrat on the 
committee, said before the start 
of the debate that he thought it 
was a mistake“ to drive the 
“Voice of America” off the air. 
“This is especially to be regretted 
at this critical time in our inter- 
national relations,” he added. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
William Benton told reporters that 
if Congress fails to restore the 
funds eliminated by the House 
Appropriations Committee “I as- 
sume that the climate at that time 
would be such that it would be 
better for me to get the hell out 
of here.” He is in charge of the 
cultural relations setup, 

In addition to supplying 3219, 
128,058 for the State Department 
for the fiscal year starting July 1, 
the appropriations bill called up 
in the House carries $108,396,500 
for the Justice Department, $191,- 
057,000 for the Commerce Depart- 
ment and $16,446,450 for the fed- 
eral judiciary. 

The $535,028,008 aggregate is 
$163,593,515 below the President’s 
budget requests.

Isolation. 


The United States “doesn’t have 
a Chinaman's chance of winning 
a third world war,” Gill Robb 
Wilson, 
New York Herald Tribune, said 
today. He spoke at a luncheon 
meeting of the Members“ Assem- 
bly of the Chamber of Commerce 
at Hotel Statler. 

“We don't have the manpower 
‘for a third world war,” he said. 
“Neither do we have the resources 
nor the advantage of isolation, for 
airpower can reach anywhere and 
no point on the face of the globe 
is free of its threat.” 

This country also is a “solid 
Gecade behind Russia in the re- 
search and technical development 
of air power,” he went on. When 
he was in Germany in the middle 
1930s, he pointed out, Germany 
turned to research to defeat Amer- 
ica in the war to come, “since 
the Germans knew they could 
never out-produce us.” 

From that point on, German 
research flowed continually until 
the day of surrender in 1945,” he 
said. “Then the advancing So- 
wiet armies moved into the east- 
rn section of Germany, where 
mine-tenths of Germany's tech- 
mical research was housed. 

Little Interruption. | 

He estimated that research was 
discontinued for a’ period of less 
than three months after the Rus- 
mans moved into eastern Ger- 
many.” 

Discussing last summer's atomic 
Domb test at Bikini, he said that 
bomb was obsolete. 

“If military security would per- 
mit me to tel] you about later de- 
velopments of the bomb, it would 
make your hair stand on end.” 
He said that “air power is the 
one force today that will make or 
break the world.”

“If this country develops a 
strong air power, it can prevent 
a third world war,” he continued. 
“It would make it too expensive 
for anyone to attack the United 
States or the little people of any 
ether country.”

The cost of an airport, if built 
prudently, need not be excessive, 
Parks asserted, pointing out that 
surfacing of a runway 100 by 3000 
feet should be equivalent to sur- 
facing 2.84 miles of 20-foot road. 
“As compared with the cost of 
highway development the cost of 
airport development is moderate,” 
he said.

“Our slum areas constantly in- 
credSe, while more and more of 
our population move into the 
county,” he went on. “Meanwhile 
the city provides all kinds of serv- 
ices to county residents, receiving 
no real compensation, while the 
county people pay for a large va- 
riety of other municipal services 
which could be provided much 
more cheaply through govern- 
mental integration, 

“There have been several move- 


ments in the last 25 years for an- 


nexation,’ but nobody with enough 
push ever got behind them. The 
time has come for real action.” 

He said his remarks had been 
inspired parly by Walter Winch- 
ell's column in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatch. Winchell, quoting from 
the book “Our Fair City,” the St. 
Louis section of which was writ- 
ten by Carlos F. Hurd of the 
Post-Dispatch staff, said:. 

“St. Louis is literally being 
strangled to death by a 70-year- 
old boundary system. Commuters 
who make their living in the city 
don't have to contribute to public 
health, sulm clearance, schools or 
concern themselves with munici- 
problems.”

Io REPLAGE CAR 
LINES APPROVED 


These Will Be Page, Cass, 

_ Florissant, Carondelet 
—Some Reductions in 
Travel Time. 


Four new bus routes to replace 
the Page, Cass and Bellefontaine 
streetcar lines were approved to- 
day by the Board of Public Serv- 
ice. Substitution of busses for 
street cars previously had been 
approved by the Board and by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion on those lines and on five 
other routes, 

The new bus lines will be Page, 
Cass, Florissant and Carondelet, 
the latter two replacing the north- 
ern and southern halves of. the 
Bellefontain streetcar line. 


Changes will be made as rapidly 
as delivery of new busses will per- 
mit, a spokesman for the Public 
Service Co. said, The company is 
to receive 400 new busses this 
year, 200 of which now are being 
delivered. Busses will replace 
streetcars first on the Page route 
and the new service is expected 
to begin on that line May 25. 


1 the changes will be ex- 
tension Of the Cass line from Belt 
avenue to Goodfellow boulevard. 
The new Florissant bus line whi. 
originate at Jennings road and 
West Florissant avenue, instead of 
Robin and West Florissant ave- 
nues, the present terminus of the 
Bellefontaine car line. 


Page Line Changes. 


The present Page shuttle bus, 
operating in the middle of the day 
from Wellston to Belt avenue and 
Page boulevard, will be elimi- 
nated. The new Page bus line 
will provide all-day service to the 
downtown area. It will have two 
branches: Page-Finney, which will 
follow the present streetcar route 
on Finney avenue between Van- 
deventer and Newstead avenues 
and will terminate at Hodiamont 
and Etzel avenues, where Page 
streetcars now loop; and the Page- 


Wellston branch, which will use 


the same route as the ‘present 
Page express bus line, terminating 
in Wellston. On all other parts 
of the line, the route of the two 
branches will be the same. 


On the Cass line, busses will 
follow about the same route as 
the present streetcars, terminat- 
ing at Eighth and Walnut streets. 
Cass busses are expected to re- 
duce round-trip travel time by 14 
minutes, the company said. 


Carondelet Service. 

The Florissant busses will oper- 
ate over about the same route as 
the northern half of the Bellefon- 
taine ‘streetcars, terminating at 
Eighth and Walnut street. 

The Carondelet bus line will 
originate at Michigan avenue and 
‘Primm street and operate over 
about the same route as the 
southern half of the Bellefontaine 
streetcars, Terminus will be at

Donnelly Sets Hearing on Bill to Bar a 
Out-of-State Liquor n EMPLOYED 


Pressure Campaign for Veto Under Way— 
700 Messages Against Measure Received, 
Many Identical in Form.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 13— 
Gov. Donnelly will hold a hearing 
here Friday afternoon on a Dill 
barring issuance of a state whole- 
sale liquor dealer’s license to a 
corporation unless 90 per cent of 
the company stock is held by 
Missouri residents. The measure 
has aroused a high pressure of 
opposition from liquor dealers. 


Opponents began bombarding 
the Governor with telegrams, urg- 
ing a veto of the bill, after it was 
passed by the Legislature last 
week, Donnelly announced the 
hearing late yesterday after oppo- 
sition messages received totaled 
nearly 700. : 

The bill apparently was over- 
looked by opponents, headed by 
large Eastern liquor distillers and 
distributors, while the measure 
was moving through the Senate 
and House without any negative 
votes. Donnelly has not indicated 
what he will do with the bill. He 
said he wanted to hear from both 
the sponsors and opponents, in 
view of the drive for a veto. He 
has until May 21 to act. 

Many of the telegrams urging 
disapproval of the bill, are identi- 
cal in form, conforming to four 
or five patterns. Few of them 
give any specific reasons for op- 
position. Most of the messages 
have been received from St. Louis, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. 

The bill restricts issuance of a 


»wholesaler’s license to a resident 


corporation. A resident corpora- 
tion is defined as one in which 
at least 90 per cent of the stock 
is owned by persons who were 
residents of the state for at least 
three years before application 
was made for a wholesaler’s li- 
cense. All officers and directors 
must be Missouri residents. 

Another provision would pre- 
vent any individual, whose state 
liquor license had been revoked 
for violation of the Liquor Con- 
trol Act, from continuing in busi- 
ness by organizing a corporation 
to take over his interests. The 
bill would make ineligible for any 
type of state liquor license a cor- 
poration or partnership, if a stock- 
holder owning 10 per cent or more 
of the stock or financial interest 
had suffered a license revocation 
or ha been convicted of violation 
of the Liquor Control Act. 

Former State Senator George A. 
Roziei of Jefferson City, attorney 
for the Missouri Wholesale Liq- 
uor Dealers’ Association, said yes- 
terday the opposition to the bill 
ap,»arently was being promoted by 
salesmen for Eastern distillers 
and distributors, who were assert- 
ing the bill would put Missouri 
dealers out of business. Rozier 
denied the bill would have such 
an effect. 

The bill was introduced in the 
Senate by Senators M. C. Matthes 
of Hillsboro, president pro tem 
of the Senate; Emery W. Allison 
of Rolla, William H. Robinett of 
Mountain Grove and Edward v. 
Long of Bowling Green. It was 
supported by wet and dry mem- 
bers in both houses.

The requests orig- 
inated in various craft unions 
representing city employes, includ- 
ing electricians, bricklayers, steam-, 
fitters, plumbers, butchers, bakers 
and laborers. 

In all, some 17 unions are in- 
volved. They represent 650 em- 
ployes and are asking for in- 
creases to match increases grart- 
ed the various crafts working in 
private industry. Such increases, 
it is estimated, would cost be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000. 

However, under an amendment 
to the City Charter, the city must 
equalize wages of all employes to 
conform with increases granted 
some employes. Therefore, Scearce 
said, the upward wage revision 
would apply to 8000 of the city’s 
8300 employes, and would cost 
about $1,538,945 a year. Wage in- 
creases, he said, would range from 
2 per cent to 20 per cent. 

Luther Eli Smith, chairman of 
the Civil Service Commission, 
pointed out that a report is ex- 
pected soon from the Citizens’ Tax 
Committee, appointed to study the 
city’s revenue situation. On the 
basis of this report it is expected 
the Board of Aldermea will pass 
new revenue measures, Such 
measures, it was indicated, may 
be used to finance a wage in 
crease for city employes.

“To call you back to bitter re- 
alities, you have had the use of 
in the 
last seven years. ... The checks 
held and ‘kited’ through this of- 
fice would easily approximate 
$1,000,000 and made possible all of 
your operations, both in Florida 
and Maryland, however they may 
have resulted. 

Trouble Laid to Congressman. 
“When the time comes,” the let- 
ter continued, “I shall make a 
truthful statement of the whole 
situation and take the conse- 
quences. You will have to take 
them, too. We have been jointly 
guilty of fraud, You know that 
as well as I do, And I will say 
more, that if you had never come 
to Congress would not be in 
trouble today.” 

The Government said the letter, 
written in 1931, * Romney 
as saying he would destroy him- 
self if the sacrifice would repair 
the e done. The prosecu- 
tor sald Romney was replying to 
a letter he had received from 
Smithwick which Romney’s note 
described as “perhaps the cruel- 
est and most disingenuous letter 
ever written.” 

The letter read to the jury fur- 
ther quoted Romney: 

“So far as obligations are con- 
cerned, I shall content myself 
merely by saying that no com- 
pensation possible on this earth, 
either in money or thanks, could 
repay me for the suffering I have 
undergone in the last five years 
in co-operation with you in our 
joint troubles.” 

The letter was written a year 
before Romney was promoted 
from acshier to sergeant at arms 
of the House.

“There is no doubt that ad- 
herents of the Moslem League 
have utilized these atrocious 
methods with the primary object 
of making it impossible for the 
ministry to function,” a Congress 
Party investigating team has re- 
ported to Jawaharlal Nehru, ex- 
ternal affairs member of the In- 
terim Government.

Many have been encouraged to 
retire by the British Government's 
promise to pay compensation to 
such officers for “loss of career.” 


By offering lump sum payments 


after the Indian Interim Govern- 
ment had refused to do so, Lon- 
don has assured members of this 
elite service from $2000 to $32,000, 
plus pensions, depending on length 
of service.

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Freight-Rate Equality 
The old question of the Interstate Commerce 


Commission’s power to end the freight-rate in- 
equality which has hurt the West and South for 


years is at last settled by the United States Su- 


preme Court. 

This whole thing has been a trial of patience. 
Ten years ago the Tennessee Valley Authority 
sent the Congress the first of three reports prov- 
ing the injustice, and the Southern Governors 
started their fight. Nine years ago the Post- 
Dispatch, in urging a federal law setting minimum 
wages and maximum hours, said that in return 
“the freight-rate discrimination . . should be 
wiped out at the earliest possible moment.” 

The Wage-Hour Act became law in 1938, but 
regional rate justice, which was fought by pow- 
erful reactionary interests and subject to the 
latory system ever in- 
vented, was to wait much longer. It is eight 
years since the ICC launched its investigation 
and two years since it handed down its decision. 
It is seven years since Congress took a hand 
and outlawed unfair regional discrimination. 

Even now there is no complete victory for a 
national system of rates. The Far West has not 
gained equality. East of the Rockies, the ICC 
has ordered only a first step toward mile-for- 
mile equality. It is the ICC’s duty—with a speed 
that has not marked its previous procedure—to 
order the rest of its announced equalization plan. 
It should also turn down the flood of frustrating 
exceptions which the railroads will seek. 

If the ICC is logical, moreover, it will go 
steadily on to make coherent rates for the 96 
per cent of traffic not covered by this “class

This editorial is addressed primarily to the 
Education Committee of the House in Jefferson 
City, on a matter of which they may not have 
heard very much but which is of great impor- 
tance to St. Louis. That is the pending bill to 
set up a new system for choosing members of 
the St. Louis Board of Education, on which the 


committee will conduct a hearing tomorrow. 


At present, School Board members are elected 
for a term of four years in a city-wide election. 
A candidate must obtain 7000 names for a nomi- 
nating petition and spend $2000. to $3000 curry- 
ing favor with ward bosses and wardheelers, or 
else he has little chance to be elected. Far too 
often the men willing to go to this trouble and 
expense are men who want to get on the board 
for a selfish purpose. 

Under this system too many members think 
they have a property interest in the board, and 
want to make it “pay out.” They may use their 
influence to drum up customers for bonds or 
insurance or real estate, or they make deals with 
people who want favdts of the board—people 
who want to sell more textbooks, or school sites, 
or who want certain banks to become deposi- 
tories for school funds. 

For example, it was disclosed a few years ago 
that one School Board member had foisted off 
on the Pupils’ Relief Fund, to which teachers 
were expected to contribute 1 per cent of their 
salaries, $169,000 worth of stocks and bonds at 
about 25 per cent more than their competitive 
price. This week a suit was filed in Circuit 
Court testing the validity of fat increases irregu- 
larly voted top school executives when the board 
was protesting it didn’ t have funds to maintain 
the schools. 

Yet in St. Louis there is no lack of qualified 
and public-spirited citizens to serve on the School 
Board. It is merely that the political obstacles 
discourage most people of that type from offer- 
ing for the office. A great deal of thought and 
effort has been devoted by civic organizations 
to solving this problem. 

A solution has been found in a bill introduced 
by Representatives Columbo and Murphy. It 
calls for the appointment of members of the 
board by an educational commission consisting 
of the Mayor of St. Louis, the presiding judge of 
the St. Louis Circuit Court and the chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Public Library. 

The voters would retain ultimate control of 
the board; the bill states that an appointment 
shall be ratified in the general election after it 
is made. If the voters don’t approve the ap- 
pointment, the new member steps down. 

The bill is so drawn that it affects only the 
city of St. Louis. In view of the difficulties it 
has had under the present system, St. Louis is 
entitled to try the new plan. 

Members of the Education Committee of the 
House are chosen, in part, because they are pre- 
sumed to be friends of public education, who 
want to see good schools, soundly administered. 
That is the object of the Columbo-Murphy bill, 
and on that basis it should be reported out for 
action on the floor.

“Voice of America” overseas broadcasts drew 65,000 letters in 
1946 and 73,000 in first four months of 1947, reporter finds; most 
correspondents want information or aid; few are critical and many 
show appreciation and enhanced understanding of our country.

The “Voice of America,” overseas broad- 
casts in 25 languages by the State Depart- 
ment’s Office of International Information 
and Cultural Affairs, may be silenced by 
Congress after June 30. But its part in in- 
itiating a “tremendous reservoir of person- 
al good will abroad,” Miss Kay Bailly said 
last week, is attested to by 140,000 letters 
from listeners, 


She is in charge of listener relations at 
the office's international broadcasting divi- 
sion. In February, 1946, the listener-rela- 
tions division invited listeners to comment 
and assured them of replies. 


During 1046 a total of 65,000 letters was 
received from Europe, Africa, the Near and 
Middle Bast, the Far East and Pacific and 
the Western Hemisphere. But in the first 
four months this year, more than 73,000 
have come fh. Of these a third were from 
Germany, mainly the American zone, and 
almost a third from Italy, 


From U. S. S. R., Only Four 


Only four letters— three of them requests 
for aid in finding friends or relatives in 
America—have been received from Russia, 
although a number have come from the 
gees, = zone of Germany. ° 


The fourth letter from Russia arrived last 
week from a Swiss in Moscow. It was one 
of the few critical letters from anywhere. 
this 
letter said in part, “because 12,000,000 dark 
Americans have no rights.” 


In almost all countries, about 40 per cent 
of the writers are women, From Italy al- 
most three-quarters are pleas for personal 
favors, information and advice. In German 
letters, there has developed an undertone 
of trusting confidence in the “Voice of 
America” in preference to the military gov- 
ernment and German authorities. 


The French letters are far more to the 
point, asking for the names of Americans 
with whom to correspond, the whereabouts 
of GIs who visited France or specific facts 
about America. Letters from England and 
Scandinavia seem mainly concerned with 
the technical details of short-wave broad- 
casting. : 


Letters in German, Spanish, Italian and 
French are answered by 20 tfanslator-cor- 
respondents. Simple requests for informa- 
tion on such subjects as immigration, relief 
and relocation are answered by form letter, 


“What Is Congress For?” 


Other presumably simple requests — 
“Please describe to me Wenatchee, Wash.,” 
from a French girl seeking an ex-GI, or 
“What is your Congress for?” from a curi- 
ous German—require detailed and diploma- 
tic replies which are checked by Miss Bail- 
ly, who signs each letter. 


Most letters from the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, Great Britain and Portugal are an- 
swered in question-and-answer broadcasts. 
Letters from Spain and from the Russian 
zone of Germany are answered only on the 
air. In Spain, a number of the listeners 
deliver their letters to the American Em- 
bassy at Madrid rather than trust them to 
the mails, 

About 20 per cent of the replies bring 
another letter from abroad. 

German letter writers are the most ef- 
fusive, diverse and politically conscious of 
all the European listeners, Typical of the 


sentiments often expressed and the replies 
sent the writers was a letter from a woman 
in Frankfurt. 


Like many, the woman questioned the 
meaning of democracy. She described vari- 
ous abuses suffered from American occupa- 
tion troops, and asked, “Is it democracy to 
push little boys into garbage cans which 
they are searching for food? How can you 
bring democracy with such examples?” 


A Soft Answer Turneth... 


Miss Bailly replied: “The United States is 
a democracy, but does this necessarily mean 
that every citizen is a democrat or an in- 
telligent, decent and cultured human be- 
ing? We do not maintain that our democ- 
racy is perfect and would only be too glad 
if Germany, of her own efforts, would cre- 
ate a finer democracy.” 


A reply from the German woman arrived 
almost by return mail, explaining, “The 
warm human tone of your letter compels 
me to write again.” 


That Europeans appreciate the “Voice of 
America’s” modesty is evident in letters 
from many countries. A French girl wrote 
that the broadcasts had made her an en- 
thusiastic American supporter when sev- 
eral countrymen blamed the Bikini experi- 
ments last summer for the inclement weath- 
er. 


Politics is far from the minds of some of 
the letter writers, but their implication is 
ever-present. 


A Suicide Was Stopped 


Usually personal replies go to job-seek- 
ers. A teacher in a tiny Sardinian village 
complained that “the idea of rotting in this 
small town or any other like it terrorizes 
me.” She asked about opportunities for 
coming to America to study. 


With no concrete advice to give her, Miss 
Bailly answered, “Be patient, and we are 
certain that eventually you will find a bet- 
ter position in Italy. Meanwhile, we hope 
you will take courage in the thought that 
it ig just in such a little town as yours that 
your type of work is most needed.” 


A German victim of infantile paralysis 
wrote at length that he was on the verge 
of suicide. A hasty reply went out telling 
him that many Americans, among them 
great and prominent persons, had the same 
disease and faced life creatively, with cour- 
age, 

Another letter came by return ship from 
the German declaring that, “Although I 
often lost my faith in a civilized humanity, 
I have had the opportunity to learn that 
there are still human beings on this earth.”

RARE FRENCH AM 
HELD BY ST. LOUISAN 


Fred A. Renick Won Medaille 
Militaire in First 
World War. 


When Winston Churchill was 
awarded the Medaille Militaire, 
France's highest military honor, 
the former British Prime Min- 
ister’ joined the ranks of at least 
22 other foreigners, including Fred 
A. Renick, a St. Louts hero of the 
first World War, who have won 
the award. Churchill accepted 
the honor in Paris Saturady. 

Renick, a salesman for A. G. 
Edwards & Sons, a brokerage 
firm, won the award at the Battle 
of the Somme on March 21, 1918, 
when he was driving an ambu- 
lance with the French Army. He 
is a former city License Collector. 

At the height of the battle, he 
drove through a German barrage 
and suffered two wounds, While 
surgeons bandaged his head, four 
wounded Frenchman were placed 
in his ambulance. Then-he started 
back through the barrage. A shell 
struck the machine and the four 
French soldiers. were killed. Ren-/ 
ick suffered eight more wounds; 
his right arm was shattered and 
he carried it in his broken left 
hand, through shell fire, to a first- 
aid station half a mile away. Con- 
— destroyed his left ear 
d ‘ 


m 
In a hospital, later, he was 
awarded the Croix de Guerre and 
was told he had been recom- 
mended for the Medaille Militaire, 
but that there would be some de- 
lay, because the medal was rarely 
awarded to foreigners. About a 
year later, discharged and living 
in St. Louis, he received the 
medal and citation from the Ad- 
jutant General to whom the 
French Government had for- 
warded it. He also won the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for the 
same incident. 

The medal, of gold and silver, 
contains a blue enameled circle 
with the words “Republic of 
France” inlaid in gold. On its re- 
verse side are the words “Valor 
and Discipline.” 

Among privileges awarded with 
the medal is the right to a pen- 
sion of 200 francs ($1.68) a year, 
payable in two instalments in 
June and December, with which 
to purchase tobacco. Renick has 
never availed himself of the privi- 
lege.

Men on “Official” Ration Look 
Like Buchenwald Inmates. 

SOLINGEN, Germany, May 13 
(AP)—Human figures as emaci- 
ated as those of Buchenwald in- 
mates lie abed in the municipal 
hospital here—and in the hospi- 
tals of other Ruhr cities. These 
wraith-like patients are mostly old 
men who have collapsed from 
hunger. 

Allied reporters visiting the Sol- 
ingen hospital saw German men 
with arms and legs like sticks. 
These were men whose only 
source of food was the offtcial 
ration. 

They represented the hardship 
extreme in a scale whereby the 
health of Germahs often is in ra- 
tio to their ability to acquire food 
from other than official sources. 

Doctors said the food situation 
was deteriorating steadily. They 
said many tuberculosis cases were 
induced by lack of food and weak- 
ened resistance, though statistics 
simply list such cases ag “tubercu- 
losis’ without reference to mal- 
nutrition.

The wonder of it all is that 
Russian women, with their priva- 
tions, have still time and strength 
for child bearing. The Soviet state 
makes it as easy as possible, A 
poor woman need not worry over 
pregnancy, for the state pays the 
bill and society welcomes the child, 
regardless of whether the mother 
is murried, 

There is no such thing as an 
illegitimate child in the Soviet 
Union, a 

For her child bearing, the Rus- 
sian woman is provided with a 
free hospital bed, free nursing, 
free obstetrical care, and a free 
layette. There is nothing swank 
about it, and she cannot have a 
private room at any price, unless 
desperately ill. But she is pro-

That Word “Architect”—and More. 

READER asks if the word 
A architect hag gny connection 

with the arch that is so im- 
portant in building—and thereby 
uncovers an interesting subject. 
For the arch in building is derived 
from the arc (Latin arca), which 
is a geometrical term meaning a 
portion of a curved line, while the 
arch in “architect” goes back to 
the Greek word for chief.

One of the new features you're 
going to run into when you start 
considering a fan is a freshly 
coined name for many of them— 
air circulators. This refers to spe- 
cial types of fans that follow the 
newer knowledge of aero-dynam- 
ics to change the air in the room 
at frequent intervals by air cir- 
culation instead of merely creat- 
ing air currents, These circulators 
come in many different mount- 
ings, for table, floor, wall, or ceil- 
ing installation, 

In other cases the erstwhile fan 
is mounted on a low floor stand 
with the fan turned upward as 
another way of gaining air circu- 
lation in the room. In some in- 
stances the housing on these fans 
takes the form of a low table, 
taboret, or even a stool. 

In nearly all cases you will find 
the blades assuming new shapes 
for greater efficiency. A favorite 
shape that is widely used in the 
types designed for air circulation 
in a room is the propeller shape. 
. Even in the garden variety of 
“fans, you'll find new blade shapes, 
greater flexibility of position, and 
motors that lay claim to less con- 
sumption of current.

If East had played automat 
cally “second hand low,” declarer, 
of course, would have put in the 
eight or nine and West would 
have had to be clairvoyant to win 
with the ace and return the jack.
